At Her Execution at Tyburne, on Wedneſday 
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Hen ſhe came to the Gallows, and 
the Hangman came to put the 


upon him and about the Folks,and

I am brought hither to Dye, and carried ina 
Cart with Ropes about my Arms and Shoulders, as 
if 1 were the verieſt Roguc and Thief in the World ;

Anill Name 1s altogether 
Hanged! but ſure you are in Jeſt- I never thought 
otherwiſe of my Condition till now 3 if you reck- 
on ſinnes of Cuſtome and Education,and which e- 
vers body is guilty of, it is a bard caſe, I know no 
reaſon for it; 5 . wb tell me .of Whoring, Thieving, 
Pick pocketting, Receiving, and thelike;. I was pro- 
ved to be the Arranteſt and moſt Notorious Offen« 
derin Londow;z and that my prodigious Birth of 
Seven Children, was the more monſtrous Spawn of 
the Seven dead]y finns ; but my accuſers were not 
ſo much to blame, as the heard hearted and uncon- 
ſcionable Jury 3; What? Hang a Woman. for Five 
Shillings, and this becaufe the Bench ſaid T had been 
ſo often before them, at leaſt Thirty timesz what 
great matter would it have been if they hadler it 
be One aad thirty times,then perhaps I might have 
been out for altogether; and nowl1 am »p, tyed up, 
I thought men would have more Mercy for Wo= 
men 3 conſidering that when they Offend (they 
are the molt brittle, and fraile, and eafjeto be tem 
pted as Fee the firſt of our ſex was, and I cannot be 
tmagined to have ſo much ſtrength as ſhe, I fay 
when 
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when they tranſgreſle, it ſome more then ordi- 
nary-maligaant Starre that rules them , and' yer 
generally ſaves them from the Gallowesz ſaci) 
the kind concluſion of their Influences, Huw 
many Womea [ pray ye are yearly ſaved by the 
pretence uf their Bellies 3 and it's well known 
what a teeing Womaa [ have been,& yet my own 
Sx who are pitifull and tender Hearted for the 
moſt part, cou'd not find in their hearts to take 
compaſſion on me, but lookt upon me as a Mon. 
ſler- Oh unfoitunate Woman that Iam : againſt 
whom al} che 'World conſpires, and what good 
will my death do'ite = 


And therefore ſince the world takes no carefor 
me, Tie take as little care for that; you would 
have meconfeſle , 1 will not pleaſure the worid fo 
much asratellthem any thing Ifſay they are all 
cruel, and give Offenders all their deſerts. 1 have 
knywn the time when I chave done tweuty times 
as much, and twenty more beſides me, and then [I 
couid «ſcape 5 but I am poor and forlorn, and the 
Times are quite of another diſpoſition, then when 
Pjundering and Thieving were all one; & the one 
favoured the other, as an Adopted younger Heir 
would be civil] tothe disinherited Elder Brother, 
and maintain him howſoever. 


But if I had ever thought this, I would have 
ſooner forſaken theſe courſes, for I am ſurprized 
with this deſtiny, I -would have defied thoſe 1 
now do curſe, I haye made ſeveral Corporati- 


ons of Thieves, and had 1 lived, I might have 
been 
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'been a9 overgrown aSinner as Hall Cuipurſe, who 
though ſhe did enough of miſchiefe, was rather 
honoured and prejeeved, then endeavoured to be 


ruined. And it 1 had had the Breeches for my hu- 
mcCur, as ſhe had for the Doublet, Ihad done the 
Feat and ranted it with the ſame aged impunity, 
and perhaps made another ftory of Eighty Eight, 
and been ſung with the ſecond part to Tilbery 
Camp.

I ſhonld be content, and you more juſtifiable; or 
it it had becn my good hap to have ſtradled a 
Nag and by Padding come hither ( as | ſeean 
acquaintance of mine here whom I encouraged to 
this buſinefle and trade of Life) and had every 
Limb of me broken (inſtead of a ſprained Ancle) 
to point at the wickedneſs of all my members,and 
haveſs fitted me for my Death, with a greater 
agquittance 3 I would never have railed at the 
poſts ( which would have been imparked beyond 
the Circumference of this Southern encloſure of 
the Kings ) if that would have ſerved torn. I will 
carry this Three Shilimgs to my Grave in ſpight 
of the Law, and in ſpight of my accuſers; and ! 

have ordered a Pickpocket and Cutpurſe of very 

great skill and Judgement, whom I have left Ex- 
ecutor of this my Laſt Will, to cut ſo many Nozches 
upon this three eornerd -Tally, and to t:ke an 
account of my Execution 5 an fo bere mult hang 
the Queen of Sluts, upon the King of Tyrants ; 
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fruitfuller then my PLES womb ; fur here are 
Eight ata Tyburne Birth. And ſo I muſt have 
done. uh 

| She disturbed nevertheleſle all the other Suffe- 
7G15, - grumbling and quarrelling; the Pow/terer 
only that was condemned for Robbing the Ceach, 
did vety rationally proceed to the lelning and a- 
voiding his Crime as but aceideatallypreſent with. 
thetwo that dyed with him the other — 
 lietle, fave.that the Blackawore gavo many fignes 
of griefand penitencefor the Murder of her Chfid 
iathe Hexſe of Office. 
© Theſe being Hanged, Mr. Dillon the 1riſþ Gen- 
tleman thatkilled the: 8with in Long-Acre, was 
tyed up by a Friend in a Silken Rope ; and with 
him the Hangman tyed up Mr. Atkis(ow,(who was 
reported tohave broke his Leg (but it proved on- 
ly a Sprain) with his Fellow that offered.gallantly 
at his reſcue and was taken himſelf,and there were 
Hanged together.
